(e) "Minister'' means Minister of Public Works of Canada 
and includes the Deputy Minister and any person 
authorized to act for or on their behalf; 


(£) "Project" means an International Highway Bridge across 
the St. John River between the Town of Van Buren and 
the Town of St. Leonard, including the approaches 
thereto. 


2, Canada will undertake, commence, and carry out all things to be 


done for the design and construction of the project. 


Biss Maine shall have the right to maintain an engineering inspection 
team on the project at all times, the cost of which shall be part of this project's 


engineering costs. 


es Each party will pay one-half of the cost of the construction of the 
bridge. 
Sis Each party will pay the entire cost of the approaches and acquisition 


of all rights of way located within their respective boundaries. 


6. The parties agree that the official rate of exchange which exists on 
the date that the bids for the contract are opened shall be used in computing 
the cost of the project and Canadian currency shall be used both for the 


preparation of contract bids and for payment of the contract. 


7. In so far as practical, in accordance with sound engineering principles, 
all labour employed on the bridge and all materials incorporated in the bridge 


shall be 50% Canadian and 50% American. 


a. The Contractor shall be required to comply with all applicable laws of 


Canada, the United States, the Province of New Brunswick, and the State of Maine. 
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5. The project shall be constructed in accordance with contract 


documents approved by Maine and by the Minister. 


10. The bidding shall be open to contractors from both the United 
States and Canada and the contract shall be awarded to the lowest, responsible, 


qualified bidder and shall be subject to the joint approval of Canada and Maine. 


iL. Sales or use taxes which may be assessed or levied by any agency or 
division of either party against the bridge for materials incorporated into the 
bridge shall not be included in the final determination of the portion of the 


construction costs which each party has agreed to pay. 


nes It shall be a term of the contract between Canada and the Contractor 
engaged to construct the project that the existing bridge structure shall 
become the property of the Contractor who shall be required to remove it from 


the site. 


13. The contract, after award, may not be terminated by Canada without 


prior approval of Maine. 


14. Upon completion and acceptance of the project by both parties, which 
acceptance shall not be unreasonably withheld, each party agrees to assume 
ownership and the costs of maintenance of one-half of the bridge and the entire 
cost of the maintenance of the approaches of the project which lies within their 


respective boundaries.
